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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to application 10/784,555 filed on February 23, 2004. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 5 
(with its dependencies). Claims 8 (with its dependency upon claim 7), 10, 1 1 and 12 are 
objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claims 1, 3, 4, and 5, 
respectively. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that 
they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 
§ 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 8, 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. With regard to claim 8, each third member is claimed to be a "ring 
gear." This should be replaced with —sun gear-. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2, and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hayabuchi '287. With regard to claims 1 and 7, Hayabuchi teaches a multi-speed transmission, 
comprising: an input shaft 1 1; an output shaft 19; a planetary gear arrangement having first, 
second and third planetary gear sets, each planetary gear set having a ring gear, sun gear and 
carrier (Fig. 1). said input shaft being continuously interconnected with said carrier CI of the 
third planetary gear set, said output shaft being continuously interconnected with said ring gear 
R3 of the first planetary gear set; said ring gear of the second planetary gear set $2 being 
integrally connected with said ring gear of the third planetary gear set R3, and said carrier C2 of 
the second planetary gear set being continuously connected with said carrier of the first planetary 
gear set; said second planetary gear set being a compound planetary gear set, and said first and 
third planetary gear sets being simple planetary gear set (Fig. 1); a first clutch C-l selectively 
interconnecting said ring gear of the third planetary gear set with said sun gear of the second 
planetary gear set S2; a second clutch C-2 selectively interconnecting said ring gear of the third 
planetary gear set with said sun gear of the first planetary gear set S3; a third clutch C-3 
selectively interconnecting said carrier of the third planetary gear set with said carrier of the first 
planetary gear set; a fourth clutch C-4 selectively interconnecting said carrier of the third 
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planetary gear set with said sun gear of the first planetary gear set S3; a first brake B-l 
selectively interconnecting said sun gear of the second planetary gear set with a transmission 
housing; a second brake B-2 selectively interconnecting said carrier of the second planetary gear 
set with said transmission housing; and said first, second, third and fourth clutches, and first and 
second brakes being engaged in combinations of two to establish at least seven forward speed 
ratios and a reverse speed ratio between said input shaft- and said output shaft (Fig. 2). With 
regard to claims 2 and 9, Hayabuchi teaches the transmission, wherein said first, second, third, 
and fourth clutches, and first and second brakes are engaged in combinations of two to establish 
eight forward speed ratios and a reverse speed ratio between said input shaft and said output 
shaft (Fig. 2). With regard to claim 8, Hayabuchi teaches the transmission, wherein each said 
first member comprises a ring gear, each said second member comprises a carrier, and each said 
third member comprises a sun gear (Fig. 1). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Kato, Stevenson, Filanovsky, and Kasuya have been cited to show similar transmissions.
